This Office action is responsive to communication received 04/23/2004 - 
application papers filed and IDS; 1 1/24/2004 - Response to Notice to File Missing Parts 
and Drawings. 

This application is a CON of 10/065,871, filed 11/26/2002, now U.S. Patent 
6,758,763, which is a CIP of 09/906,889, filed 07/16/2001 , now U.S. Patent 6,491 ,592, 
which is a CIP of 09/431 ,982, filed 1 1/01/1999, now U.S. Patent 6,354,962. 

Claims 1-64 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention, as outlined herein below. In this case, the claims have been grouped 
in accordance with the species to which they are restricted. 

Species I: Claims 1-30 and 41-61 , detailing a face component that includes a 
striking plate portion and a return portion, and an aft body, with additional specifics 
directed towards any one of the coefficient of restitution, the moment of inertia, or the 
aspect ratio; 

Species II: Claims 31-40 and 62-64, detailing a face component that includes a 
striking plate portion and a return portion, an aft body and an interior tubing for receiving 
a shaft, the interior tubing engaging an upper and lower portion of the return portion.
